ESCAPES FROM FORT SHERIDAN 


Private Myers, Hidden by Coal Dust, 
Eludes a Sentry—Three Soldiers Try 
to Jump Guardand Are Arrested.

New Haven, Conn., June 23.—[Special.]— 
President-elect Arthur T. Hadley’ of Yale 
today delivered his first public address since 
his election, addressing the graduating class 
of the New Haven High School at their 


commencement exercises. His theme was: 

„ Political Education.“ President Hadley 
said: 

“Let me ablish with you this first 

thought that estimating the value of our 


government and in studying our share in 
making it firmer and in enabling it to ‘work 
out its way we must take solemn account of 
“public sentiment. But we have not only to 
Uve under the law; we have ourselves to 
assist in the making of it. As free men and 
women we have to create thesentiment. We 
must exert our influence on the organiza- 
tions which enforce it. Be not only law- 
abiding citizens, but remember that the peo- 


“> 


ple are the lawmaking body. 


“The first fundamental condition of free 
government, of power, and one withal that 
we are too apt to lose sight of, is that power 
shall not be used selfishly. Women as well 
as men hold their influence as trustees on 
behalf of the community. Do not permit 
yourselves to lose sight of this idea of trus- 
teeship for the public when you think of 
political power. When the people of the 
United States do certain things according 
to the provisions of the constitution, does 
that mean s ly that a majority of 100 of 
either House of Congress does this and this? 
No. It means that collectively the will of 
the sovere people is exercising its rights. 
The will of the majority can be expressed 
only when a large proportion of the people 
merge their aims into a public sentiment and 
into public spirit. —

Henry B. Plant was born at Branford, 
Conn., Oct. 27, 1819. 

That Emperor of Russia who took his 
ruler and drew a straight line on the map 
between Moscow and St. Petersburg, saying 
to his engineers, There is the line for your 
railway,’’ performed no greater feat than 
Henry B. Plant has performed on the west 
coast of Florida. Fifteen years ago Mr. 
Plant pointed to the isolated, sandy, hot lit- 
tle Village of Tampa, containing then six 
or seven hundred people. There,“ said he, 
‘we will haveacity. There across the river 
we will build one of the greatest hotels of the 
world. Ten miles down the coast, where is 
nothing but sandy beach, we will have a deep 
water port and establish communication 
with the West Indies and Central America.“ 

All this has been done by his order, and 
much more. 
Was a Busy Man- 

Mr. Plant was a grandson of Sarah Fris- 
bee, a descendant of the Huguenot, Richard 
Frisbee, who settled in Virginia in 1619, and 
whose son Edward was driven out of that 
State in 1643 on account of his Puritanism. 
Edward Frisbee removed to Branford, Conn., 
and for many generations the Frisbees were 
Branford and Branford was the Frisbees. 
In the same town Mr. Plant was born, and 
after finishing his education in the Lancas- 
terian school of New Haven he entered at 
once into the business for which nature had 
expressly molded him and to which he had 
devoted his entire life. At 18 yedrs old he 
had charge of the express business between 
New Vork and New Haven, and when that 
business ripened into the Adams Express 
company, in 1854, he was appointed super- 
intendent of the Southern division of the 
company. At the opening of the civil war 
in 1861 he formed and became President of 


the Southern Express company, and had been 


its President continuously since that time. 
For the last thirty-one years had had also 
been President of the Texas Express com- 


pany. 
Many Enterprises. 

These Presidencies, “however, are mere 
items in the long list of Mr. Plant’s business 
interests. In 1882 he organized and was 
made President of the Plant Investment 
company, in which, among his associates, 
were Henry M. Flagler. Morris K. Jesup, 
Henry Sanford, H. P. Hoadley, and G. H. 
Tilley. It is over one of this company’s rail- 
way lines, reaching from Charleston to 
Tampa, that the troops for the capture of 
Cuba and Porto Rico were carried. A mere 
list of the thirteen railway lines, extending 
several thousand miles; of the nine steam- 
ship and steamboat’ lines, reaching from 
Cape Breton to Jamaica; and of the six large 
hotels owned and operated by the company 
under the general title of the Plant Sys- 
tem.“ reads like a traveler’s guide. | 

During the war with Spain the Plant sys- 
tem was paid many millions of dollars by 
the government for transportation of troops 
and equipment. 

In 1842 Mr. Plant married Miss Ellen Eliz- 
Re he Blackstone, a daughter of James 
Blackstone, by whom he had his only child, 
Morton F. Plant, Vice President of all his 
companies. Mr. Plant's first wife died in 
1861, and in 1873 he married the beautiful 
Miss Margaret Josephine Loughman, only 
daughter of Martin Loughman of New York. 

Mr. Plant employed nearly 73,000 persons. 
His railway system extends from Charleston 
to the lower points on the west coast of 
Florida. It includes ove? 2,000 miles of road. 
His steamship lines include the mall service 
to Havana and mail service from Boston to 
Halifax, N. S., and to Cape Breton and 
Prince Edward Island. The only line of 
steamships from Port Tampa to Jamaica 
was run by him.

game price. Commissioner Struckman at- 
tempted to secure the use of some other 
kind of coal, but was unsuccessful, as was 
Commissioner Burke, when he asked for a 
postponement for a week of the award for 

the County Agent’s office. The award was 
made with but little debate was put 
through with a rush. 

The objections made by other coal dealers 
to the award to Congressman Lorimer's 
firm is not that the price named in the bids 
is high, but that the Inspection of the coal 
‘received by the county is made by em- 
ployés who in many cases owe their posi- 
tions to the Congressmen. This, they say, 
gives his firm an assurance that the coal 
it delivers will not be rejected, consequently 
it can make a low bid with more certainty 
of getting a profit out of it. y

It is estimated that + ay sum realized from the 
Ubrary tax this year will fall short of the neces- 
sary expenditures about $15,000, and we beg that 
at least this sum—about 25 per cent of the city’s 
indebtedness to the library—be. credited back to 
the library fund for use this year.

The latter body expects its. revision of the 7 


valuations to result in an increase of from 
40 to 50 per cent in the total valuations of all 
the banks doing business in Cook County. 
In one instance the valuation of bank prop- 
erty fixed by the Assessors will be raised 
from $1,087,000 to $2,010,000. In four cases 
the amounts of State banks will be increased 
over 70 per cent. The refusal of the board 
to allow the deduction for shrinkage ”’ will 
increase the valuations about 10 per cent. 


The determination to revalue the property | 


ot banks was the result of an investigation 
made on motion of the Board of Review. 
Banks other than national, it is said, in al- 
most every instance have made returns in 
their schedules on the basis of last year’s 
System of taxation. To prevent the banks 
from dodging taxation in part by the pur- 
chase of government bonds the valuations 
‘will be computed on the total of the capital 
stock, surplus, and undivided dividends. The 
value of.the stock will be regarded as in- 
creased by the possession of bonds. 

. Another reason given for the revaluation 
is that a number of banks have misinter- 
preted the new law by making unauthorized 
deductions before filing their schedules. The 
Board of Assessors will attempt to show that 
it is the duty of the Assessors to mpke allow- 
ances, where any are lawful. 


Complains of Too High Valuation. 

Frederick L. Wilk, Vice President of the 
Union Trust company, appeared before the 
Board of Assessors to complain against the 
valuation fixed upon that company’s bank. 
He said that this year his bank would be 
made to pay a tax of $14,010, if figured ata 
rate of 5 per cent on the valuation of $280,- 
200, and that last year the bank paid $6,100 
on an assessment of $50,000. He thought 
the valuation fixed by the Assessors too 
high. The Assessors maintained that their 
valuation could not be reduced.

“is satisfactory to many national banks

The intention of the Board of Re- 
view to make assessments on actual values 
will admit of no possible irregularities, The 
basis on which the board is computing as- 
‘sessment valuations will result in a fair 
equalization of taxation on bank property. 
I am of the opinion that a deduction for 
shrinkage would be proper.” 

Byron L. Smith, President of the Northern 
Trust company, said: ‘“‘ We believe that we 
have made a fair return of the value of our 
property, and I can’t see how the Board of

Leroy A. Goddard, cashier of the Fort

Therefore, 
that he may add a few more dollars to his 
store, he now publishes, practically intact, 
the Departmental Ditties;"’ bound in one 


volume, with the book of Barrack-Room

the imprint of another publishing house as 
long ago as 1892, with new editions in 1898 
and 1897. Tp this latter book no objection 
can be urged.

the strings and discourses about the origin 
of gardens. He goes as far back as the gar- 
den of Eden, and from there traces the evo- 
lution of horticulture to the time when trees 
and ehrubs were clipped into fantastic and 
grotesque forms. Among these latter was a 
representation of St. George and the dragon, 
owned by a famous and proud gardener.

The author does not ignore the humble cot- 
tage garden, and he tells how such gardens 
may be planned and planted so as to be a 
constant joy to the possessor. | 

The book ia too technical to be regarded in 
the light of Hterature and too literary and 
historical to be viewed wholly from the text 
book standpoint, Among present and pros- 
pective gardeners it will meet with a ready 
response, and to such it should be a valuable 
guide and assistant.

It is an ambitious writer who will venturo 
to introduce the character of Shakspeare 
into his story and dare to devise speeches 
for those immortal lips.

Stephens has done, and done with a doubt- 
ful degree of success. For although he 
makes the poet to be a lofty, noble-minded 
wit, he is no more real to us than the ghost 
whose part he plays in the first production 
oft Hamlet,“ which affords the scene for 
the opening chapter in the book.

‘Vassar Studies.” By Julia Augusta 
Schwartz. G. P. Putnam’s Sons. 

It must be confessed that Miss Schwartz's 
efforts to “ reproduce faithful impressions 
of the spirit and the personality of modern 
Vassar ’’ are rather suggestive of blue-rib- 
boned essays and graduation day eloquence. 
She has not been altogether successful in 
accomplishing the end that she has set for 
herself, and her college girls have not about 
them the vitality and charm that belong to 
those young persons. Not that one who has 
never set foot within the sacred Vassar 
precincts has any right to judge of the 
fidelity of such representations, but it may 
be safely assumed that college girls are 
pretty much alike everywhere, and that they 
are more alive and less sawdusty than Miss 
Schwartz's heroines. 

The sketches are, however, of uneven 

merit, and the one entitled Danger,“ which 
treats of the sufferings of a girl always un- 
der the criticism of a Miss Prunes-Proprie- 
ty-Precision,”’ and the one called Heroic 
Treatment,“ which tells the story of one 
girl's infatuation for another, are the best 
of their kind. Miss Schwartz evidently

Cyrano as an Author. 
“A Voyage to the Moon.” By Monsieur 
Cyrano de Bergerac. Doubleday & Me- 
Clure. | 
Cyrano de Bergerac narrowly missed being 
recognized in his own day as the gentus he 
has been proclaimed by Rostand in the pres- 
ent. In the biographical account by which 


this modern edition of his book is prefaced 


the chief facts in the life of the real De 
Bergerac are given, and these, together 
with the volume itself, are sufficient justifi- 
cation for the attitude upon which the bril- 
liant young French playwright has placed 
him. The reader of this narrative and of 
“The Critical History of the States and 
Empires of the World of the Moon” will 
have no difficulty in recognizing the wit, 
humor, and genius of the real De Bergerac, 
and will also realize that M. Rostand fol- 
lowed, on the whole, the chief event of his 
hero’s life accurately, adding thereto, how- 
ever, hints from De Bergerac’s own writings 
and fusing the whole in his own fancy and 
imagination. Above all, it is edifying to 
know that the Cyrano nose is historical and 
„ monumental,” as his latest biographer 
happily puts it. It was an organ to which 
its owner owed more, perhaps, than he was 
aware, though no one has more eloquently 
descanted upon it than himself. Without 
that monumental nose Cyrano would 
not be half so lovable or so heroic, to say 
nothing of amusing, as he now is by the aid 
of Rostand. The present edition follows the 
English of the Lovell edition of the seven- 
teenth century, with a few minor changes. 


Charbonnel’s Change of Religion. 
“The Victory of the Will.” By Victor 

Charbonnel. Little, Brown & Co. 
Victor Charbonnel's The Victory of the 


Will” is an uncommonly interesting book. | 


The author was until recently an abbéina 
Catholic Church in France. He was a few 
years ago profoundly impressed by the sig- 
nificance of the world congresses, especially 
the parliament of religions, in this city. He 
was moved to do everything in his power to 
secure, if possible, some similar religious 
parliament in connection with the coming 
exposition in Paris, He received warm let- 
ters of encouragement from Cardinal Gib- 
bons, Archbishop Ireland, Mr. C. C. Bonney, 
and others. A special conference was se- 
cured in Paris, at which Dr. J. H. Barrows. 
was present, and made an address. But the 
Archbishop of Paris was dead set against it. 

Whatever the causes which led to it? M. 
Charbonnel has now, in a letter addressed 
to the Archbishop of Paris, withdrawn from 
the Roman Church. He has evidently been 


{nfluenced a good deal by Emerson and by 


Count Tolstoi. This does not seem to have 
made him less religious, but, if anything, 
more 80; only his religion has become more 


vital to him—more a matter within his own 


spirit. It is not an affair of form or of tradi- 
tion; if it is anything real, he insists, It is 
an action of his own inmost personality, his 
own awakened conscience, his.own will—just 
where the indtvidual responsiblity begins 
and ends.

Good Romance by Pemberton. 
“A Garden of Swords.“ By Max Pem- 
berton. Dodd, Mead & Co. 

Max Pemberton has written nothing better 
than “A Garden of Swords. It is a story of 
the Franco-Prussian war and is for the 
most part of bloodshed and devastation; but 
the events, while horrible—and the author 
does not spare the reader in his descriptions 
—are glorified by the strong, beautiful thread 
of romance upon which they are strung. 

The story opens with a splendid wedding 
at Strasburg of a young English girl and an 
officer of the Lancers: It is a soldier's wed- 
ding, and there are officers of the church and 
state, Lancers, Hussars, Culrassiers, all in 
full regalia. After the elaborate ceremonies 
and gorgeous display, these two, Edmond 
and Beatrix, go off to a little farm in the 
country to spend their honeymoon. Here, 
ten dayg later, comes the call to arms, and 
the black cloud of war settles over the land. 


Here also is the scene of one of the fiercest | 


battles of the war. Little Beatrix, watching 
it from a vantage point on one of the hills 
overlooking the valley, sees the French 
routed, slain, and taken prisoners, and later, 
at nightfall, goes among that harvest of 
dead with a lantern to look for Edmond. 
In the meantime their little house has beén 
burned to the ground, and she Is left home- 
less and friendless, except for a young Eng- 
lishman, Brandon North, who accidentally 
turns up, and who has been fighting with 
the Prussians.

General Improvement im the Demand | 
for Stocks—Steel and Wire Rallies. 


NEW YORK, June 23.—The stock market did 
not extend beyond professional bounds at any time 
today, but the small active element among the 
operators was disposed to cover outstanding short 
contracts and as a result prices are generally 
higher on the day, in some cases notably so. 

The meeting of the directors of the American 
Steel and Wire company to settle the much dis- 
cussed dispute as to whether or not a dividend 
should be declared on the common stock was the 
central event ‘of interest.

changed his mind about the desirability 
of a larger army at Manila, the President 
has come to recognize its necessity. The 
proposition to organize ten new volunteer 
regiments for service in the Philippines is 
still indefinite, but it is, fairly certain to 
take definite shape and beacted upon. The 
situation has for some weeks demanded 
a stronger army, and it is probable the 
whole 35,000 volunteers authorized by Con- 
gress will have to be called out before the 
stubborn insurrection can be crushed, It 
would be better to send the reinforcements 
in a bunch than in small parcels.

It has some widely con- 
trasting elements in it, but there is only 
one opinion among its members about the 
main issue in France at the present mo- 
ment. Republicanism and justice for Drey- 
fus are secure as long as the Waldeck- 
Rousseau Cabinet remains. It is sincerely 
to be hoped that the political chagm between 
the proud old Conservative, General de 
Gallifet, and the radical Socialist, M. Mil- 
lerand, will not cause estrangement or pro- 
duce the fall of the ministry before the 
‘close of the Dreyfustrialin July.

By means of these “ emigrants ” Man- 
churia is now practically occupied by Rus- 
sians, and the theory’ of the English cor- 
respondent is that the Russian military 


leaders hope by means of The Hague con- 


ference to forestall protest until the Si- 
berian railway is completed. What he 
thinks will then happen is “a Russian 
tariff in all its vigor, besides further en- 
croachments on the diseased carcass of the 
colossus of the East, as well as the in- 
corporation of Corea with the Russian Em- 
pire.” 

Russia's latest demand as to the Peking 
railway concession indicates that this vision 
of the change about to take place in the 
Orient may come sooner even than thé 
Sevastopol prophet predicts, Russia is the 
enigma of Europe and of Asia. The Hague 
conference may help to solve it, but in 
any case nothing but a decisive military 
repulse will check the movement of this 
mighty empire in its eastward expansion. 
The apparent callousness of the govern- 
ment to the actual suffering and famine 
in certain districts is also logical and con- 
sistent with this almost'involuntary move- 
ment of the colos#he fhat now bestrides 
Europe and Asia. There are no mutterings 
of discontent in Russia such as preceded 
the French revolution. There are a few 
Nihilists and there is always Siberia, or its 


the autocratic government of the Czar. 
The abolition of Siberian exile does not 
mean that henceforward there is to be any 
greater freedom in Russia, The most per- 
fect system of espionage among existing 
nations is always in operation there. The 
Czar's ear, like that of Dionysius at Syra- 
euse, hears the lightest whisper of discon- 
tent or plotting, and the strong, mysterious 
forces that suddenly check it have at last 
impressed the mass of the Russian people. 
Whether this mighty, and but little un- 
derstood empire stands for peace or war, 
for progress br retrogression, is just now 
the most interesting query put by its Eu- 
ropean neighbors. Russia is the modern

REGULATE AUTOMOBILE SPEED. 
The accident to Mrs. Welsh in Lincoln 


again calls the attention of the public to 
the chief objection urged against the auto- 
mobile. The automobile has evidently come 
to stay, and its liability to frighten horses 
which ig undeniable becomes a matter of 


serious public concern. Of course, animals 


in time become accustomed to ‘unusual 
objects. It is rare that horses are now 
frightened at bicycles, though it was com- 
mon when wheels were first introduced. 
Even the dog, that inveterate hater of 
innovations, has accepted the inevitable 
and now allows cyclists to pass unmolest- 
ed. There is little doubt that in the course 
of a year or two horses will no longer 
fear the automobile and will acquire that 
contempt for them that is bred of 
-familiarity, 

The risk, however, that an inexperienced 
or careless automobile conductor may allow 
his vehicle to get beyond control and run 
down pedestrians, cyclists, and vehicles, 
should be removed by the park and 
municipal authorities. A few weeks ago 
Tun Trisune printed the regulations 
adopted by the authorities in Paris, and 
these, with a few modifications, could easily 
be adopted by the authorities here. Every 
driver should have a certificate of capacity 
and in narrow or crowded thoroughfares 
he should reduce his speed to a reasonable 
pace. Nowhere within the city limits 


| should the speed exceed eight miles an hour, 


though In the open country, where there 
are neither honses nor teams, a velocity of 
double that amount might be permitted. 
This is a matter of the highest importance, 
and now that the South Park board has 
removed the ban upon automobiles it, as 
well as the other Park boards and the Coun- 
cil, should make a stringent order regulat- 


to enforce it. 


“WOMAN’S ECONOMIC PLACE.” 

In the July Cosmopolitan Mrs. Charlotte 
Stetson Perkins replies to Professor Henry 
Thurston Peck's The Woman of Today 
and Tomorrow,” which appeared in the 
June number of the magazine, and which 
was an adverse criticism of Mrs. Stetson’s 
book treating of the economic independence 
of women. Mrs. Stetson’s reply is terse 
and sharp, as if Professor Peck's opinions 
were a matter to be quickly disposed of. 
One by one she takes up his arguments 
against the economic independence of 
women and points out fallacies which in 
fairness must sometimes be admitted. In 


fessor Peck characterizes as “ discontent,” 
Mrs. Stetson sees only progress and eco- 
nomie evolution. To his statement that 
woman’s place had been marked out for 
her by man, and in that place she is bound 
to stay because for both of them it is best 
she should, Mrs. Stetson answers: 

It is not a question of personal rebellion on the 
part of the woman, or of personal objection on 
the part of the man. Tus dominant need of the 
age is a better ordering of our industrial processes, 
and it is this necessity which calls for wider ac- 
tivity of women. 

To Professor Peck’s assertion that the 
would-be independent woman cannot free 
herself of the “inevitable man“; that her 
economic independence is always the gift 
of some man, for which too frequently she 
must pay a price; and that if she gives up 
a husband she must accept a lover, Mrs. 
Stetson’s is the expected reply of the 
woman who feels the indignity and injustice 
‘of so sweeping an indictment of her sex: 

That views like this should be held and stated 
this plainly today is a striking commentary on the 
difference between what men really think of wom- 
en and what women think men think. ; 

That women are creatures of sex, it is true. So 
are men. Both men and women are sometimes 
more than this; they are not only male and female 
—they are human. In sex they differ. In their 
humanity they are alike. 3 

Economie independence for women as 
explained by Mrs. Stetson is not so com- 
plex a thing as Professor Peck would have 
us believe. It would mean more a develop- 
ment than a change in many existing con- 
ditions, “ Economie independence means 
that each woman should earn her living by 
the interchange of some form of productive 
labor with the labor of others; that she 
should be a producer as well as a consumer.” 

Professor Peck declares that when the 
economic independence of woman shall in- 
terfere with the comfort of man collectively 
he will arise in his might and destroy it. 
Mrs. Stetson asks: | 

Is man, collectively or individually, so blissfully

As stated in the beginning of the con- 
troversy, THE TRIBUNE does not undertake 
to decide the question at isshe, but it is ably 
championed by each side.

Trade balances, in spite of exports from 
New York 19 per cent less than last year’s 
ahd imports 26 per cent greater, still promise 
A large excess of exports for June.

The best evidence attainable shows that in 
January and February about $8,250,000 
worth of securities came to this side, and 
since February not more than $4,000,000 in 
excess of shipments.

The Illinois Music Teachers’ association

Even if Prussia were to carry out the 
threat recently mooted in the official Ger- 
man press and to abolish the throne of 
Saxe-Coburg-Gotha, commuting the income 
of the reigning Duke at the rate of its yield 
for five years, the young Duke of Albany 
would still be well off. For he would start 
out in life with an independent fortune of

The reigning Duke of Saxe-Coburg-Gotha 
is heartily sick of his position at Coburg, 
and especially of the tyranny which his 
nephew, the Emperor, exercises over him. 
It is quite probable, therefore, that he will 
Shortly abdicate, since now that he has lost 
his only son and that all his daughters, 
save one, are advantageously married, he 
has no object whatsoever in continuing to 
lead a life that is in every sense of the word 
disagreeable both to his exceedingly rich 
wife, sister of the late Czar, and to himself. 
So he may be expected to step down from 
his throne at an early date and to. return 
to England to resume his position as an 
Admiral of the fleet and a Prince of.English 
blood royal.

Yet, strangely enough, 
the reading of the part was somewhat 
monotonous. Variety was wanting, par- 
ticularly in the earlier scenes, and of the 
reflective passages so little was made that 
their importance to the scene would have 
been missed had the listener been unfamiliar 
with the text.
